LID. COUNCIL WILL 
SUPPLIED GRAIN 

Have Also Fixed April 13th 
As Nomination Day In 
Division No. 3 

The L. L D. council, No. 158 met on 
Thursday last, those present being R. 
Fair, T. J. Parker, Alex Smith and 
Harry Adams. 

The first matter for consideration 
was a bylaw in regard to the supply¬ 
ing of seed grain, and it was decided 
that the council would supply seed 
grain where necessary to farmers re¬ 
siding on patented lands within the 
municipal district who, through ad¬ 
verse circumstances, where unable to 
procure it. In order that they may be 
able to do this the council will borrow 
$4,000. 

The C.P.R. has requested the clos¬ 
ing of the crossing below the depot at 
Vulcan, and the council agree to com¬ 
ply with this request providing the 
Department of Municipal Affairs 
sanctions this. 

Mr. Rod MacLeod was appointed 
returning officer for the election to be 
held in Division S, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the ousting of N. Hennon, 
and Saturday, April 18th was fixed as 
the day for nominations. 

A road plough is to be ordered for 
Division 4. 

The following Convention expenses 
were allowed: Adams $26, Parker $35, 
the latter including Association fee. 

The services of the provincial sur¬ 
veyor are to be requistioned for road 
on' south itfde of track at Brant: N-E 
16-18-26-4 and N side 8-18-26. 

The following scale of pay for road 
work for 1918 was adopted: man and 
2 horses 70c per hour; dfet and 4 
horses $1 per hour; man and 8 horses 
(grader) $2 per hour; foreman 60c 
per hour; extra team 30c per hour.

MARKETING CROP 

Rul«s and. to ga btt sas governing 

the marketing of next season’s crop 
were under discussion at a public meet 
in held by the board of grain super¬ 
visors of Canada on April 2nd, at Win¬ 
nipeg,. Dr. MagilL presiding. 

R. McKenzie of the Canadian Coun¬ 
cil of Agriculture, submitted some re¬ 
commendations to the council, the ma¬ 
jority of which caused considerable 
debate. 

The meeting decided that the recom¬ 
mendations of the council that there 
be continued co-operation on the part 
of the board of grain supervisors with 
similar authority as in the United 
States and that the use as far as pos¬ 
sible of such existing organizations 
and facilities as may be necessary 
and advantageous for the expeditious 
collecting, forwarding, marketing and 
distribution of the Canadian grain 
crops, were unobtainable. 

There was considerable discussion 
of the suggestion that a fixed basis 
price with fixed spreads on lower 
grades at milling discounts be set 
rather than maximum and minimum 
values if the board considers it justi¬ 
fied with the continuance of price 
control. Itwas also recommended that 
the flat basis price carry with it a 
provision to cover the net carrying 
epast on grain delivered on subsequent 
dates.

The great crisis through which the 
world is now passing has served to 
emphasize among a great many other 
things the axiom that responsibility 
is the price of liberty. Decause equal 
priviliges are enjoyed by all citizens 
of Canada, it is the duty of our Gov- 
enrnu nt to see, as far as it is able,that 
all are made to bear equal sacrifices. 
That the Dominion’s War Government 
is not unmindful of its duty in this 
respect is evidenced from the care that 
is being taken to the Military Service 
Act. Questionnaires ar<* about to bo j 
addressed to all exempted men so as to 
permit of a checking of. the decisions 
in the case of each to the end that uni¬ 
formity be established in the appli¬ 
cation of the legislation. These 


government for raising a larger 
quantity of flax seed was disclosed at 
Winnipeg, Monday. The British gov¬ 
ernment owns about 10,000 bushels of 
a special kind of flax seed which has 
been shipped to this country for seed 
purposes. The seed will be given out 
free to reliable farmers, who are gua¬ 
ranteed to have clean land on which 
to sow it, or who are in a position tp 
put it in sufficiently early on spring 
breaking. 

Next fall whej the crop is threshed 
the farmer will return to the British 
government the amount of seed re¬ 
ceived, bushel for bushel, but the gov¬ 
ernment will buy the balance of his 
crop for a fixed price of $4.60 per 
bushel. The flax seed grown under 
these conditions will later be shipped 
to Ireland and used for seed there. 

Lieut.-Cdl. Wayland, of Winnipeg, 
represents the British government in 
connection with the seed.

This is the. second of the articles 
contributed by the Rev. Jno. A. Clark 
of Halifax. It graphically describes 
the suddenness with which many of 
the homes of Halifax were visited by 
death and destruction. 

The vastness of the Halifax disas¬ 
ter was such that many of its trage¬ 
dies have been scarcely noticed. Many 
single incidents which, if they had 
happened in normal times and without 
being a small part of an overwhelm¬ 
ing calamity, would have been given 
conspicuous newspaper notices, have, 
not even been spoken about. It was 
not that Halifax people are lacking in 
sympathy or tenderness but the urg¬ 
ent and immediate claims made for 
noany weeks 1 y the wounded and the 
blinded and the homeless were so 
numeroius that those who perished 
were in thfc very nature of the case 
quickly forgot len. 

The fact that whole families weit 
completely wiped out by the disaster 
has been, scarcely mentioned. I do not 
know how many, cases of that kind 
there were. But personal knowledge 
of one case has caused my mind to re¬ 
vert often to the thought of like 
cases. 

There was one happy home in the 
devastated area which it had been my 
privilege from time to time to visit. 
The household was made up of a 
young Scotchman and his wife and 
their little daughter. David Sadler 
was a splendid looking fellow. Tall 
and straight and massively built, with 
powerful limbs and large facial fea¬ 
tures dressed in his naval uniform, he 
invariably attracted attention and 
caused complimentary comment. He 
was one of that army of Scotchman 
who had come to Canada to seek his 
fortune. When war broke out, like so 
many of them, he submerged for the 
time being his thought of personal 
success in a desire to serve the Em¬ 
pire in some useful way. It was that 
which took him into naval service. 

He had had the good fortune to be 
happily married. It was one of those 
delightful cases of perfect wedded fel¬ 
icity. They lived in a suite of rooms 
on the second floor of an apartment 


lcm. The question of distributioti this 
feed to the farmers throughout Can¬ 
ada arises. It has been suggested 
that farmers be allowed car-load lots.' 
There are 714,645 farms in Canada. 
Giving each one its share would mean 
that each farm would get a carload 
once in twenty-four years. A car-load 
contains twenty-five tons and there 
are about «ighty-four car-loads of 
bran and-snorts produced in Canada 
per day. It takes a 100 barrel, mill 
about fourteen days to produce a car¬ 
load of feed. Sixty per cent, of Can¬ 
adian mills have no greater capacity 
than 100 barrels a day or less, and 
could ship a car-load no oftener than 
once a forthnight. 

Nevertheless, despite this difficulty 
and all difficulties, Canada will have 
to produce more hogs. The European 
situation, depends on it. The difficul¬ 
ties will have to be overcome. Farm¬ 
ers will- have to grow the coarser 
grains and depend less upon mill off¬ 
al. American corn will be coming 
more freely into Canada as the fine 
weather developes and transportation 
difficulties lessen. Every farmer 
should realise that we are at war, 
that Allied Europe is hard pressed, 
and determine to do the best he can, 
each under his own circumstances.

very large number of claims for exemption 
1 brought forward for consideration in connection with Class 1 
under the Military Service Act, it has occurred, as was inevit¬ 
able, that as a result of false statements and difficulties put in the 
way of investigation, some' individuals have secured exemption 
whose proper place is in the Army. 

It is not the intention of the Government to allow these men to evade per*, 
manently their obligation to bear their part in the military defence of the 
Country and of the ideals for which we are fighting. To do so would defeat 
the purpose of the Act, and cause grave injustice to men in the second class 
necessarily called out to fill their, places. 

Exemptions Granted on Falso Grounds 

It is, therefore, proposed to scrutinize carefully all exemptions granted to date 
in order to separate those which havi been granted on false or insufficient 
grounds from those that are well founded. 

With this object in view the various Registrars under the Military Service 
Act have been instructed to issue a series of questionnaires to exempted men. 
These questionnaires must be filled' up correctly and returned promptly under 
penalty of forfeiture of exemption for failure to do So. 

-r Exempted Men Who Have Changed Address 

It is therefore important in their own idfcerest that all exempted men who 
have changed their address since their exemption was granted and who have 
^ e 8istrar of such change should notify him at once. 
Under the Regulations it is the duty of exempted men to keep the Registrar 
advised of any change of address, and failure to receive the questionnaire 
by reason of neglect of this duty must be treated as equivalent to failure to

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN 
NORTHWEST LAND 
REGULATIONS 

THE sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old,who was at the 
commennccment of the present war, 
and haB since continued to be a Brit¬ 
ish Eubject or a subject of an allied 
or neutral country, may homestead a 
quarter section of available Dominion 
Land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or 
Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for District. Entry by- 
proxy may be made on certaih condi¬ 
tions. Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of land in ; each 
of three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
may secure an adjoining quarter sec¬ 
tion as pre-emption. Price $3.00 per 
acre. Duties—Resides six months 
in each of three years after earning 
homestead patent and cultivate 50 
acres extra. May obtain pre-emption 
patent as scon as homestead patent 
on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining home¬ 
stead patent, if he cannot secure a 
pre-emption, may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 ^jjci- acre. Must reside six 
months flv each of three years, culti¬ 
vate 50 acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00. 

Holders 'of entries may count time 
of employment as farm labourer in 
Canada during 1918 as residence dut¬ 
ies under certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are adverti¬ 
sed or posted for entry, returned sold- 
ierswho have served overseas and 
have been homrablc discharged, re¬ 
ceive one day pwority in applying for 
entry at local Agents Office (but not 
Sub-Agency.) Discharge papers must 
be presented to Agent. •■.
